Sinre  the  rejection  by  llie  people, 
of  llie  bill  to  provide  for  the  equitn- 
iA)U  a<ljnf»tment  ami  payment  of  the 
State  U:iilroa<l  B  'ntls,  the  leadinj^  pa-

Tlie  uwn  bridge  at  St.  Charles, 
Missouri,  bnilt  for  the  Northern 
Missouri  Kailro.ad,  is  now  so  nearly 
completed  that  trains  will  run  across 
it  on  the  4th  proximo.  This  is  the 
..f-.-'oud  bridge  which  has  been  con- 
structed across  the  Missouri— the 
fiost  ditticult  stream  in  America  to 
bridge. 

The  total  length  of  the  bridge, 
besides  the  trestle  npproaches,  is 
■J,17S  3-4  feet,  the  shortest  ot  the 
spans  being  ">0.1  loot,  aud  the  hmgest 
321  2  n  feet.  This  is  «fle  longest 
distance  bridged  by  an  equal  num- 
ber ot  spans  in  thifi  co-.mtrj^r  The 
trestles  by  which  the  main  bridge  is 
a})proached  are  4  431  1-4  t.'ct  long  in 
all,  g welling  the  total  length  of  ti>i' 
bridge  to  IJ,570  feet,  «u-  about  a  milf 
and  a  quarter.  These  trestles  arc  oi 
iron,  resting  on  masonry.  Tlie  con- 
struction ot  the  bridge  has  employed 
the  h.bor  of  400  men  for  nearly  three 
yenr-,  and  ha^  cost  ♦l,80rt,000.  The 
North  Missouri  Knilway  Company 
pays  the  con^'auy  which  built  the 
bridge  |{loO,000  a  year  lent  for  its 
use.

OFFICIAL  CANVASS    OF   THE    VOTE 
OX  THE  BOND  BILL. 


The  official  canvass  of  tbo  returns 
irom  eoniuits  of  llic  popular  rote  on 
tlie  Bonil  Bill,  took  jilace  on  Thurs- 
day of  last  week  at  the  eapitol. 
There  were  no  itturns  from  21 
counties,  and  it  appc'ars  ihat  tlie 
total  vole  on  the  measure  was  less 
than  half  the  avcra<;e  vote  of  the 
State.  The  vote  last  year,  in  two 
districts,  for  nieuibcrs  of  Congress, 
was  66,084 — while  the  bond  vote  was 
only  30.792. 

The  total  v^'te  in  favor  of  the  bond 
proposition  was  9  293;  against  it,  21,- 
499;  majority  against,  12,200,

I  spei-t  all  tlie  evening 
with  her  alone.  On  >;oiiig  home  to  Michigan 
I  stopped  a  week  in  Otu-rlin,  wrote  to  Mi-iS 
Gargett  to  come  tlu're  and  see  me  at  mv  sis- 
ter's and  she  did  eo.  When  I  started  for 
Michigan  she  leiurned  to  Riehficld.  I  had 
been  iiom»*  'oine  five  or  sit  weeks  when  I 
heard  that  one  of  Miss  Gargett's  sisters  had 
said  »he  would  break  off  the  match  between 
us  becaaae  I  smoked."

It  should  be  mixed  with  a 
very  large  proportion  of  flour,  and  at 
least  24    hours    before    using.      The 
press  of  llie  State  give   numerous   in- 
fitances  of  persons  being  poisoned  by 
its  use.       Children    are    poisoned   by 
playing   near    the    potato    patch   on 
which  the  green  has  been    fpriukled, 
A  whole  family  were   poisoned   fiom 
eating     strawberries      which      were 
picked  near  a   pa'ch    of    potatoes,   it 
being    communicated    by    bugs   and 
winds.

absence  of  its  pastor.  Mr.  Vallan- 
digham lived  there  then,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  congregation  to 
which  I  ministered.  His  wife  was  a 
member  of  the  church  ;  and  some 
years  later  he  also  became  a  member, 
bur  old  friendship  was  renewed,  and 
we  had  some  pleasant  times  together 
in  his  motlest  little  homo.  He  was 
still  eomparatively  a  poor  man,  lived 
within  his  means,  and  held  his  head 
as  high  as  the  wealthiest  and  most  ar- 
istocrat ii  of  them  in  all  tliat  aristo- 
cratic place.  I  can  recall  no  par 
ticular  memories  of  hi.^  life  at  that 
time,  except  tiie  general  impression 
maJe  on  me  that  he  was  very  ambi- 
tious, and  was  «;ivint:  to  much  atten- 
tion to  politic."*.  He  was  still  the 
■iame  frank,  ginial,  iilcasmt  gentle- 
man and  pure  minded  man  I  had  al- 
ways known.  So  we  parted  the  sec- 
oml  time. 

Soon  alter,  questions  in  polities 
came  up  on  which  we  took  opi»osite 
sides — slavary,  the  fugitive  slave  law. 
State  rights,  etc.,  and  when  we  met 
again  (as  wC  did  when  he  was  a 
mcaiber  of  Congress,  and  I  lived  in 
the  district)  we  both  felt  that  there 
was  a  vuil  betwetu  us,  and  that  we 
could  not  be  so  free  and  friendly  as 
we  had  been.  But  th.erc  was  no  rup- 
ture, and  I  f.>r  one  (even  Nvhen  he 
was  outlawed,  and  when,  with  many, 
his  name  was  the  synonym  of  disloy- 
»it>,  tr"'»son,  and  much  tlse  that  was 
vile  and  dish)norablt;)  never  doubted 
his^honor,  his  honesty,  or  his  Scrupu- 
lous integrity,  and  I  fully  belitve  llic 
truth  of  wh;;t  he  said  a  short  time 
before  his  untimely  death,  viz:  "I 
fell  -lou,  sir,  earnestly  and  honestly, 
that  I  never  was  a  disunionist ;  that 
I  always  di<l  believe,  and  do  now 
believe  that  this  Union  will  be  per- 
petuated and  cMended  till  it  embrac- 
es the  continent."  He  v.  as  a  man  ol 
great  abilities,  of  a  noble  independ- 
ence of  character,  and  of  high  mor- 
al worth,  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  had 
he  lived,  his  name  ere  long  would 
have  been  honored  by  t*  ns  e>  t  thous- 
ands who,  but  a  few  years  since,  had 
no  words  to  bad  to  fling  at  the  traitor 
Vallandi<;ham.  liut  lie  is  gone.

The  Blue  Earth  City  rost  says  the 
farmers  are  being  troubled  by  an  in- 
sect, which  is  found  near  the  foot  of 
the  stalk  and  looks  like  a  minute 
chrysalis,  being  of  a  deep  brown 
color,  and  less  than  one-eighth  of  an 
inch  in  length.  Its  ravages  arc  wide- 
spread and  many  pieces  of  wheat  are 
irrevokably  ruined. 

The  Rochester  Post  has  communi- 
cations from  sever.al  paits  of  the 
State  in  that  vicinity  and  a  half  crop 
is  the  estimate  from  each. 

From  the  Mower  County  JRcgister 
we  learn  that  in  Wright,  Aiceker,  and 
Kandiyohi  counties  the  crops  are 
backward  owing  to  the  soil  being 
damp  and  cold. 

The  croi)s  around  Alma,  Wis.,  are 
looking  well,  having  had  occasion.al 
showers. 

In  McLeod  county  the  dry  weather 
has  materially  d  imaged  the  wheat 
and  the  crop  will  be  light. 

The  Goodhue  County  Ecpnhlicayi 
has  conflicting  reports  regarding  the 
crop,  but  it  is  evident  'that  it  needs 
rain.

Capt.  Cutk-r.  w)ro  is  one  ot  the  most 
liberal,  industrious,  energetic  and 
enterprising  men  in  the  Stale,  has 
been  peculiarly  misfortunate.  In 
1863  his  saw  mill  was  burned,  involv- 
ing a  loss  of  $1'J,000.  In  1864  a  tor- 
nado destroyed  at\vo-stor_v  warehouse 
near  the  Anoka  depot,  unrooted  his 
barn  and  damaged  his  residence.  In 
1807  his  mill  burned  again,  involving 
a  loss  of  |!35,000.  In  1809  his  grit^t 
mill  was  earriid  away  by  a  flood — a 
loss  of  120,000.  The  same  year  he 
lost  twelve  thousand  dollars  worth  ol 
fogs  by  flood.  Ni>twit!i!«tanding  these 
repeated  disasters,  Capt.  Cutler  has 
presevcringly  and  undauntedly  met 
the  reverses  of  fortune,  and  was 
again  nearly  on  a  firm  footing.  But 
this  last  blow  was,  it  is  feared,  a 
crushing  one.

One  even 
ing,  when  sho  was  to  appear  as 
Phcedra,  he  led  me  to  the  stage  ot  the 
Theatre  Francaih.  The  representa- 
tion had  begun,  a  id  behind  the  scenes, 
where  a  tv-hlini!:  .>-crecn  had  tbrnud  n 
Sort  of  room,  in  vhich  stood  a  table 
with  refreshment  <,  and  a  few  otto- 
mans, sat  the  yo  lug  girl  wh.o,  as  an 
author  lias  said,  iindersiands  how  to 
chisel  living  statutes  jut  ot  Racintts 
and  CoineilPs  bl  eks  of  marble.  She 
was  thin  and  sle  iderly  formed,  and 
looked  very  youi:g.  She  looked  to 
me  there,  and  more  particularly  so 
tifterward  in  her  own  house,  as  an 
image  of  inourniig;  a."*  a  young  girl 
who  has  just  w(pt  out  her  sorrow, 
and  will  now  let  her  thoughts  repose 
in  quiet.  She  accosted  us  kindly,  in 
a  deep,  powerfd  voice.  In  the 
course  ot  convcisation  with  Dumas 
she  forgot  mc.  1  stood  there  quite  as 
one  outside.  Dumas  observed  it, 
said  something  1  andioiae  of  me,  and 
(.n  that  I  venture  1  to  take  p.irt  in  the 
discourse,  although  I  had  a  depress- 
ing feeling  that  J  stood  betlirc  those 
who,  perhaps,  spoke  the  most  beau- 
tii'ul  French  in  all  France.  I  said 
that  I  had  seen  much  that  wa.s  glo- 
rious and  interesting,  but  that  I  nev- 
er yet  had  seen  a  Rachel,  and  that  on 
her  account  espo  -ially  had  I  devoted 
the  profits  of  my  last  work  to  a  jour- 
ney to  Paris,  and  as,  in  conclusion,  I 
added  an  apology  on  account  ot  my 
French,  she  smil  .mI  and  said,  "When 
you  say  anythiu;  so  polite  as  that 
which  you  have  just  saiil  to  me,  to  a 
French W(. man,  slie  will  always  think 
that  you  can  spe  ik  well.'' 

At  ht-r  house  everything  is  rich  and 
magnificent,  poihaps  too  recherche. 
The  innermost  r  )oni  was  I'ght  green, 
with  shaded  lamps  and  statuettes  of 
French  autliMrs.  In  the  ^.doki^  prop- 
erly speaking,  the  color  which  pre- 
vailed principally  in  the  carpets, 
curtains  and  book  case  was  crimson. 
She  herself  wa  t  dressed  in  black, 
probably  asslieis  represented  in  the 
well  known  English  steel  engraving 
of  her.  Her  guests  jonsisled  of  gen 
t'.emen  — tor  the  greater  part  artists 
and  men  of  learn  ing.  I  also  heard  a 
few  titles  amons.  ihem.  Richly  ap- 
parikd  servants  announced  the 
names  ot  the  eu.'sts.  Tea  was  drunk 
and  refreshment  <  handed  round  more 
in  the  Gern.an  tlian  French  style. 

Her  drawing-room  was,  for  the 
most  part  deer  rated  with  books, 
which  were  sple  ididly  bound  and  ar- 
arranged  in  handsome  book-cases  be- 
hind glass.  A  [aiming  hung  on  the 
wall  which  reuicsentcd  the  interior 
of  the  theatre  in  London,  where  she 
stood  forward  on  the  stage,  and 
flowers  and  garlands  were  thrown  to 
her  across  the  oichestra.  Below  this 
picture  hung  a  pretty  little  book- 
shelf, holding  wl  at  I  called  "the  high 
iKibility  among  the  poets" — Goethe, 
Schiller,  Caldercn,  Shakespeare,    etc.
